Creditors Mourn the Departure 
ot Robert Davie 


HAS HAD METEORIC GAREER 


Was Supposed to Be Deeply Interested 
In Evangelical Church Work and 
Was Known to Have “No Vices”— 
Valuables Willingly Handed Over to 
Him Without Even Asking For an 
Account of His Stewardship 


Boston, Dec. 5.—Robert E. Davie, 
aged 26, known as the “Boston Boy 
Broker, who had offices at 53 State 
street, apartments at 108 Winthrop 
road, Brookline, and a magnificent 
summer villa in process of construc- 
tion on “Millionaires’ hill,” in Weston, 
fs a fugitive from justice, charged 
with the larceny of stock certificates 
valued at $10,000 from Mrs. Hannah 
L. Greenwood, wife of Rev. L. B. 
Greenwood of 890 Broadway, Somer- 
ville. : 

But the list of Davie’s victims is 
said to reach forty men and women, 
well known in church, social and 
financial circles, and it is estimated 
by the police that the total of his pecu- 
lations will run into the hundred thou- 
sands. 

Dovie was s2 magnetic, so moral and 
so charmingly philanthropic that 
everyone seemed to love and to trust 
him. His statements were accepted 
without question; he was surrounded 
by clergymen, statesmen, bankers and 
persons prominent in evangelical 
work, who seemed to vie with each 
other in recommending Davie to pros- 
pective investors and !m vouching for 
his business integrity. 

For a year persons having money 
and valuable securities have been 
flocking to Davie, the police declare, 
and freely handing their valuables over 
to him, without even asking him tc 
give them an account of his steward- 
ship. 

All any took was a receipt, and 
from time to time, it is said, they re- 
ceived from him what they were told 
were profits. 

About three years ago Davie began 
to attract notice by his lavish ex- 
penditures of money and by his sup- 
posed great financial transactions. He 
Was 4 young man who, every one who 
knew him agreed, had no vices. He 
did not drink or smoke, but was very 
Teligious, a regular attendant at 
church and much interested in evan- 
gelical work. 

He was so much interested in evan- 
gelistic work that he became very 
prominent in the celebrated work ot 
Evangelist J. W. Chapman in this 
city two years ago. He made ac- 
quaintances during that campaign 
which brought him in close touch with 
most of the persons who, the police 
declare, are today numbered among 
his victims. 

The ease with which he obtained 
money and securities from credulous 
persons and his success in blinding 
their eyes to the true facts of the 
situation to the last minute is remark- 
able. 

For a week or more after criminal 
proceedings had been begun against 
him Davie was about town dining in 
the homes of his alleged victims and 
smoothly and smilingly endeavoring to 
interest them further in his schemes. 

While his race ran, Davie was a 
high filer among the high filers. Au- 
tomobiles, show horses and lavish ex- 
penditures in entertaining were every- 
day incidents In his career. 

Because Davie was so free with his 
money in support of the evangelistic 
movements, the church people were 
positive of his integrity, and when J. 
W. Chapman, the evangelist, came 
to Boston to rest after the labors ot 
his country-wide movement, he came 
to Davie’s home and lived sumptuously 
in the full confidence of Davie’s Chris- 
tianity. 

Although Davie is at this time be- 
Neved -to have swindled his friends 
out of securities estimated at an enor- 
mous total, it is the conviction of 
those in a position to know something 
of the young broker that he fs penni- 
less today and making his flight under 
great difficulties. 

For some time before he disappeared 
he was making desperate efforts to 
borrow money, and it is known that 
a relative loaned him $500 just before 
he left Boston. 

Davie was married, but his wife left 
him about three years ago.

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Chamberlain 
Views the New England 
Political Situation 

The New York Mail and Express 
of November 28, has the following 
interesting story of past and present 
political conditions in Massachusetts, 
that is of peculiar interest to Ando- 
ver readers: ; : 


I have asked two leading New 
England Republican members of 
Congress whether there is, any class 
feeling, any incipient class revolt 
against the born-to-the-purple ele- 
ment, mixed up with the recent po- 
litical changes of front in New Eng- 
land, and they both unhesitatingly 
declared their opinion. that. there is. 
Class consciousness, class  resent- 
ment, they say, is becoming very 
strong in southern New England, and 
perhaps also in Maine. 

It is not exactly a revolt a 
the old “aristocracy,” the “Brah- 
mans” and the blue bloods. It is 
rather a revolt of the poor against 
the rich, or to borrow tne terminol- 
ogy of Europe, of the proletariat 
against the bourgeois. 

Against the “aristocrats” pure and 
simple, the New England working- 
men have no hatred. | can remember 
that Robert Howard, the old presi- 
dent of the Fall River Spinners’ union 
(he is now dead), told me a long 
time ago that if he wanted to get any 
labor legislation passed—any bill 
shortening the hours in the factories, 
or any means of protecting the lives 
or the rights of the workers, he al- 
ways went first of all to Henry 
Cabot Lodge and other men who 
were regarded as “blue bloods.” 
These men easily became interested, 
and generally helped him, and his 
measure was likely to become a law, 
in spite of the opposition of mill- 
owning “bourgeois.” 

That, however, was in an earlier 
day. Since the distinctly bourgeois 
Aldrich and Crane came to pre-emi- 
nent power, the blue-bloods have 
been compelled to knuckle down to 
them. In Rhode Island the manufac- 
turers rule everything. The old silk 
stocking element is only an adjunct. 
In Massachusetts, Gov. Eben Dra- 
per, whose father was a thinker, a 
writer, something of a radical, and a 
man of parts, should have maintained 
the traditions of gentle friendliness 
for the working men. But he is re- 
garded by the proletariat now as a 
perfect representative of the merely 
moneyed, mill-owning, labor-exploit- 
ing class. The proletariat “had it in 
for him” all along. 

Draper and Lodge made a great 
mistake in turning down for the 
lieutenant-governorship, in the last 
preceding Republican state conven- 
tion, a plain democratic citizen like 
John N. Cole of Andover, who was 
a candidate for the place. In Massa- 
chusetts the lieutenant-governorship 
generally leads to the governorship, 
and Cole’s nomination and election 
would have led to his succession to 
Draper. Now Cole, who owns a 
bookstore, weekly newspaper and 
printing office at Andover, is a plain 
man of the people, and popular, .He 
had been speaker of the House of 
Representatives in the Legislature. 

He is a keen, shrewd, bright man, 
of homely, old-fashioned ways. Evi- 
dently he was not regarded as being 
sufficiently in harmony with what 
Dr.. Abbott calls the “Republican 
oligarchy.” He was thrust aside for 
one of the “upper class,” Louis 
Frothingham.

It is evident that Messrs. Lodge’ 
and Draper needed the humble John) 


Cole more than he needed them. Mr, 
Cole is understood to have acted in 
the recent election under the im-| 
pression that they did. The Draper- 
Lodge - Frothingham combination 
turned out to be a thing much too 
far removed from the common. peo- 
ple. 

Goy. Draper, as I have mentioned 
in a previous letter, had twice vetoed 
a bill restricting the hours of labor 
to forty-eight per week, and_ that 
aroused a strong sentiment against 
him among the workingmen. Gov. 
Draper was sincere and conscientious 
in vetoing this bill. He regarded it 
as flagrantly unconstitutional. But 
the veto tended to confirm the feel- 
ing of class suspicion and resentment 
I have spoken of. 

In Massachusetts and Rhode Is- 
land the voting body has changed a 
good deal in recent years. It has 
been recruited by a great many 
French Canadians, Italians, Scandin- 
avians, Portuguese and other for- 
eigners, who have acquired citizen- 
ship. The French Canadians gener- 
ally vote the Republican ticket, but 
not always. Many of them feel this 
same class resentment. The old vot- 
ing body of workingmen, composed 
of Yankees of the old race, Irish- 
Americans and Englishmen (of whom 
many thousands were brought to 
work in the New England cotton 
mills), include a large number of rad- 
icals who sympathize with the So- 
cialists, but do not feel like throw- 
ing away their votes on a Socialist 
candidate. 

Those elements, not only turned in 
to beat Draper in the recent elections, 
but they are looking for future influ- 
ence on governmental affairs, In 
‘other words, class solidarity is be- 
coming more and more a fact in that 
part of America where the conditions 
most resemble those of Europe. 

Class solidarity among the rich, the 
capitalists, the employers, the “ex- 
ploiters,” is being answered by class 
solidarity among the workers. So 
the arrogance of New England’s 
manufacturing interests may help on 
the new social and political align- 
ment in this country, even though 
there is as yet no sign whatever in 


New England of the new a of the, 


people which Senator La Follette. 
Governor-elect McGovern of Wis- 
consin, and Senator Cummins are 
confidently expecting to lead. 

Up to the present time, the Demo- 
cratic party gets the benefit of this 
growth of class feeling in New Eng- 
land. There seems to be nowhere 
else for the “proletariat” to go. But 
there are men who are expecting to 
head a progressive movement—a Re- 
publican progressive movement—of 
the real western sort in New Eng- 
lant (ne of these men is Speaker 
Joseph Walker of the Massachusetts 
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House of Representatives, who led 
t ty iiss bellion in th me 
arket club. against William Whit- 
ey, ie ower-behind-the-throne’ of 
ew England protectionism, 
Speaker Walker is a man who dis- 
tinctly sees the rude, unformed hand- 
writion of the Common Feople on the 
wall. He has set himself the task of 
obeying it. The odd thing about 
alker is that he is exactly of the 
class of Draper and Whitman. He 
began as a protege of Whitman. He 
is now ready to jump on Whitman 
with hobnailed boots, 
He is an amazingly cool and well 
oised man, always ready for action. 
is father, Congressman Joseph 
Walker, was a shoe manufacturer 
who died after much public service, 
leaving his business at sixes and 
sevens. The son showed shrewd, 
strong business abilities; he straight- 
ened out the details-of what was 
thought to be a fortune of about half 
a million at the time of his father’s 
death and has so handled it that it 
is now estimated at $2,000,000 easily. 
He is ambitious, and will surely 
grow, arid he has the counters for a 
good game at politics. ‘ 
The trouble with Walker is that 
he does not make ‘many friends and 
is regarded as cold and self-seeking. 
He is hardly a popular leader. But 
he has ideas and ability. As the pro- 
tagonist of progressive sentiment in 
New England, he may forge to the 
front. ; 
As against. Foss, Speaker Walker 
has this advantage, that Foss has 
definitely goné in with the Demo- 
cratic party, while Massachusetts is 
still normally Republican by a very 
large majority. oss will suffer by 
the blunders that the Democratic 
party in the nation will be reasonably 
sure to make, . Nobody supposes that 
the R ig 7 ta have any real future 
in New England. But Walker and 
others believe that the Republican 
party has a future, if it seizes the 
situation yar and firmly, revises 
tariff by schedules, and favors pro- 
gressive legislation generally, 
_Walker is even a senatorial possi- 
bility’ at the coming election, if it 
should turn out that Lodge’s support 
wanes instead of gaining, Only a 
possibility. Not a probability.” In 
that direction he is again favored 
by Democratic incompetence. Sup- 
posing that Lodge develops ess 
strength than is now supposed he 
will develop, the Democrats will un- 
doubtedly try to elect Gaston. 
Gaston, also the son of a distin- 
guished father, is in the gum-shoe 
class of statesmen. He is cautious 
and canny, avoiding the open in his 
fighting. He is very Harvard in his 
training and temperament, He has 
been a practical politician, and is in 
with the Boston Democratic machine. 
He has--no element of popular 
strength, 
_ These men are all playing politics 
just now, here in Massachusetts, 
They are playing politics too much. 
There is not enough breadth about 
any of ‘them. They are already for- 
getting the people, The chances are 
that the people will return the com- 
pliment and forget them as soon as 
they can, — 
_ But the people are there. all the 
time, and will be heard from in fu- 
ture elections. 


New Athletic Plan at Phillips 


A new plan for the organization of 
the major athletic sports at Phillips 
Academy was adopted at a recent 
meeting of the Athletic Advisory 
Board, and will be put into operation 
next September. 

_In regard to the plan the “Phil- 
lipian” of last week made the follow- 
ing comment: 

“There are faults in the system 
which has been used, a system, or 
rather lack of system, which arose 
from conditions now outgrown. At 
the beginning of a season a few men 
are recruited in a haphazard manner 
to form a ‘varsity’ squad. Other men 
who care to play the game are rele- 
gated to class squads where they play 
without knowledge of the rudiments. 
The men who are on the ‘varsity’ 


Squad aré there because they are con- 


fident of their ability. Perhaps the 
adage number of proper candidates 
ave this confidence and go out for 
the team. Many do not; good men 
are overlooked every year. They 
may be new-comers to Andover who 
have never played under proper 
coaching. Or they may be old boys 
returning to Andover after ‘shooting’ 
into strength and ability, something 
which happens frequently among 
five hundred fellows who are at the 
age of rapid growth. 

Among other objections to the 
present system two are conspicuous. 
The immediate specializing that 
takes place makes a sport too much 
like a’ business. As the responsible 
custodians of the Academy’s athletic 
prestige, the ‘varsity’ players are 
forced into an attitude of seriousness, 
and lose much of the honest fun of 
the game. Second, the greatest in- 
centive for taking part in the class 
games as now played is not present 
—that is, the opportunity for each 
one to contribute toward the devel- 
opment of a worthy ‘varsity’ team. 
There is at present no direct relation 
between the class games and the 
‘varsity’ games. 

“When the faults of the present 
svstem are considered carefully, the 
newly adopted phe sugests itself. In 
brief, it is as follows: : 

“At the beginning of a season there 
will be no specialized group of play- 
ers called a ‘varsity’ squad. Instead 
there will be formed of all the fellows 
who desire to play (in football this 
year there were 257) four class 
squads. Each squad will have three 
or four teams using the same signals, 
During the first six weeks of the sea- 
son, on Wednesdays and Saturdays a 
series of games will be played between 
these teams. At the end of this 
series the players who have excelled 
will be promoted to form a ‘varsity’ 
team. his team will then play one 
or two freshmen teams before oppos- 
ing Exeter. During the entire sea- 
son the coaching will be ‘ufider the 
supervision of the regular faculty 
coach, as heretofore; he will spend 
one day a week with each squad. The 
development of the separate squads 
will be in the hands of additional 
faculty coaches, and the captain of 
the Andover team elected at the close 
of the preceding season.” 
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The “Water Question 
Pai ig omnes 


f have been interested in the mat- 
ter of water pipe €xtension and am 
pleased that the subject has been 
brought before the people at this 
early day, as I think there are many 
things that are of vital importance 
to the town that receive too little 
consideration either before or at the 
annual meeting. This subject or any 
of a similar nature should not be con- 
sidered political, neither should a 
voter be censured for expressing an 
opinion, even if he does not agree 
with our own. 

Like many others, I opposed some 
extensions years ago, simply because 
the system being then in its infancy 
and the income small, it was bearing 
a little hard ‘on the taxpayers, and in 
other cases it was not for the inter- 
est Of the town to expend large sums 
of money at the time with the pros- 
pect of very little income from it. 
The situation is now very different. 
The thickly settled parts of the town 
are now nearly all piped for water, 
and no great expenditure need be ex- 
nected from these sources, and as 
new takers on these lines’ will be 
added from year to year the revenue 
will continue to increase. The ex- 
tension of the pipe to the outlying 
districts will never be a money-mak- 
ing proposition, nor should we expect 
it. think we are all so situated at 
the present time that we can afford 
to be a little liberal to those who do 
not now have water, and in many 
cases nearly every year it is a great 
ee to those who are deprived 
of it. 

The water system at the present 
day is paying its way, or in other 
words, if the system was allowed for 
water used for municipal purposes, 
the balance would be on the credit 
side, The town needs this water and 
must have it, and it is worth just 
as much to the town as it is to the 
corporation, who willingly pay for it. 
Why not? 

There are no doubt many in town 
who have not given the subject a 
thought and do not realize the great 
blessing we in the favored portions 
of the town enjoy, Let us be gen- 
erous in this matter and give all in 
the town a chance to rejoice with us. 
The system has cost money and will 
continue to do so, but we can go 
slow in extending the pipe and appro- 
priate something each year(not a 
large amount) depending in some 
measure upon the Board of Public 
Works to outline where the most 
urgent cases exist, and be willing to 
carry out their: suggestions. By so 
doing, in time all the territory where 
water is needed can be supplied with 
but little hardship. 

The following summary will in a 
measure make the situation a little 
plainer as regards the income of the 
system teferred to in this article. 
In 1909 the town expended $8000 to 
redeem bonds, $6703 for interest, $750 
for sinking fund, $7500 for mainten- 
ance and $1500 foi pipe—a total of 
$24,453. 

There were supplied with water 
290 hydrants, two sewer pumps, 
flushing sewers, gypsy moth spray- 
ing, road building, street sprinkling, 
eight drinking fountains, town house, 
two engine houses, poorfarm and 


nine schoolhouses, Received for 
water rates, $16,407, and for pipe ac- 
count $1528. On the basis which other 


towns pay the income would be at 
least $26,000, and I am in doubt if 
this would cover it if we had to pay 
for all water used. The town of-Ded- 
ham has a contract with the water 
company paying $7100 for 197 hy- 
drants, where we have 290; 7 school- 
houses, we have 9; 9 drinking foun- 
tains, we have 8, and all other town 
buildings about as this town, They 
are also to pay $50 per year. for, 
every hydrant installed on old lines, 
and $35 per year on new lines above 
the 197. They have no seven pumps 
and no water is allowed for road 
building unless paid for extra. This 
contract was made for ten years, and 
was considered very favorable to the 
town at the time. ¥

Final Summons Is Answered 


by Mary Baker Eddy 


UNEXPECTED BY THE PUBLIC 


Final Words of Woman Who Had 
Fought For Her Faith Half a Cen- 
tury Were “God Is My Life”—Last 
Whispered Message to Those at 
Bedside Dies Away In Her Throat— 
Really Beautiful In Death 


Boston, Dec. 5.—Mrs. Mary Baker 
Bddy, founder of the Church of Christ, 
Scientist, leader of a million devoted 
followers the world over, passed away 
Saturday night at 10:45 o’clock. No 
inkling of her illness had reached the 
outer world and the announcement of 
her death came without warning. 

Not until the official statement was 
read to the assembled congregation at 
the “Mother Church” Sunday morning 
did the news become public. 

For nine days Mrs. Eddy had been 
indisposed. She would not give up 
her daily ride in her carriage and even 
as late as last Thursday insisted on 
being taken out for a drive? although 
she was extremely weak. 

On Thursday last she gave the first 
sign that she believed the end might 
be near. She called Mrs. S@ t to 
her side, asked for a pencil and pa- 
per, wrote on the pad, “God is my 
life,” and gave it to Mrs. Sargent. 
These were her last written words. 

The household, consisting of Calvin 
A. Frye, her former secretary; Rev. 
Irving C. Tomlinson, William R. H. 
Ruthven, her corresponding secre- 
tary; Adam H. Dickey, her secretary; 
Mrs, Bila-S. Ruthven and Mrs. Laura 
E. Sargent were at her bedside when 
the end came. 

Dies In Hour of Triumph 

It was just after 10:40 that Mrs. 
Eddy apparently awakened from a 
slight sleep. She opened her eyes, 
looked at the group around the bed. 
A faint smile lit up her face and in 
her eyes was the gleam of something 
afar off and pleasant. 

She attempted to raise her hand in 
farewell, but it fell back against the 
pillow, her lips framed a last whis- 
pered message, which died away in 
her throat. Mrs. Eddy ‘was dead. 
Dead in her 90th year and in her hour 
of triumph. 

She had fought for her. faith for 
half a century. She had been scorned, 
reviled, attacked with bitter and 
scathing weapons, endured hardship 
and setbacks uncounted. She had 
been forced to fight with her back 
against the wall against enemies from 
all sides. 

For years her life was a battle 
against tremendous odds. No chapter 
was left unhidden by ruthless search- 
ers. Even the sunset of her life was 
interrupted by the roar of conflict. 

And then it died away. The last 
two years have seen Mrs. Eddy in 
virtual victory. So that when she 
died it was in peace, tranquility, firm 
in her position as the guiding star of 
a great church, 

Medical Examiner West said: “Mrs. 
Eddy’s face was that of a feautiful old 
lady. Death had come very gradual- 
ly, it seemed, and her face showed 
none of the effects of suffering. There 
was a most unusual expression on her 
features, a rare expression of perfect 
tranquility at the moment of death, 
which made her, without exaggera- 
tion, actually beantifyl.” 

Mrs. Eddy’s Life Story 

Mary Baker, later to become go 
widely famed as Mary Baker Eddy, 
was the youngest of six children, born 
in the little hamlet of Bow, N. H.. 
July 16, 1821. 

Mary Baker, unlike many great 
leaders of religious thought, was not 
born in poverty. Her father, Mark 
Baker, lived on his own farm, one ot 
the best in the state and comprising 
600 acres. 

Mark Baker taught his children to 
be God-fearing, to be faithful attend- 
ants at church. He was for many 
years chaplain of the state militia and 


was a deacon in the church at Pem- 


broke. 

During Mrs. Eddy’s long residence 
in Concord she was noted for her! 
benefactions to charities and her purse | 
was opened frequently for contribu- 
tions to educational and public pur- 
poses. 

Her philanthropy always took a 
practical turn. Always on Christmas 
the poor children of the city were 
newly shod with new shoes at her ex-

Married Three Times 

Mary Baker married George W. 
Glover in the winter of 1843 at the 
home of her father. They went south 
immediately and lived in Charleston 
and Vilmington, Del., where Glover 
was stricken with yellow fever and 
died a few months after his wedding. 
After her husband’s death, Mrs. 
Glover is said to have freed all his 
slaves before her return as a widow 
to the Tilton, N. H., home of her 
father. 

Thee months after her husband’s 
death thvir child, George W. Glover, 
was born. The young mother was too 
feeble to nurse the child herself, and 
for u long time her life was despaired 
of. George W. Glover later was one

of the children who participated in 
court proveedings that resulted in 
Mrs. Eddy making a special settle- 
ment for her son and his family. 

There was much change in the Til- 
ton home soon after Mrs. Glover's 
arrival. Her mother died and her 
father married again. Her brother 
George married and removed to Balti. 
more. The young widow opened a 
school for children that was short 
lived, and then her son was taken 
away from her by the nurse, who 
married a Groton man, who lived 
thirty miles away. The boy was then 
65 years of age and had spent much 
of his boyhood with his nurse, 

For three years more Mrs. Glover 
lived with her married sister Abigail: 
Then Dr. Daniel Patterson, a dentist, 
appeared at Tilton. He was a striking 
figure for a country town, always ap- 
pearing in clothes of the latest fash- 
ion; his hands always in gloves and 
a silk hat always on his head. He 
proposed to the young widow and was 
acepted. Mrs, Eddy has since writ- 
ten that the marriage was unfortu- 
nate. She said that she married Pat- 
terson to get possession of her child, 
but she did not gain possession of 
him. 

Dr. Patterson finally left Lynn. 
Mrs. Patterson said that he was ac- 
companied by the wife of a prominent 
Lynn business man. He returned to 
ask forgiveness but his wife told him 
that the same roof could not shelter 
them both and he left, to go out of 
her life for all time. He wandered 
about New England and finally be- 
came a hermit at Saco, Me., where 
he died. His wife secured a divorce 
on the grounds of desertion in 1873, 
and thereafter devoted her life to 
Christian Science. 

Then there appeared Asa G. Hddy, 
and there was another perturbation 7 
the Lynn circle that had gathered 
about Mrs. Patterson, He was a 
bachelor living in East Boston and 
was cured by Mrs. Patterson. He 
soon took a responsible position among 
the students of Mrs. Patterson and in 
1877 they were married in Lynn.

Church,” now practically the directors 
of all Christian Science churches of 
the world, are all young men, with 
the exception of Stephen A. Chase of 
Fall River, the treasurer. 

Archibald McLellan, the editor of 
the various Christian Science publica- 
tions, has been connected with the 
church for about eight years. He is 
chairman of the trustees, 

Stephen A. Chase of Fall River, 
treasurer, has been connected with 
the church about sixteen years, while 
A. V. Stewart, another director, is 
publisher of Mrs. Eddy’s books. 

J. V. Dittemore, the clerk of the 
chureh, is the newest director, hav- 
ing been elected about one year ago. 
Adam H. Dickey, who has been for a 
long time Mrs. Eddy's private secre- 
tary, 1s also a director.

Services of a Simple Nature, Without 
Music or Flowers 

Boston, Dec. 8.—The funeral ot 
Mrs. Mary G. B. Eddy was held this 
morning at her home in Chestnut Hill. 
The services were strictly private, and 
all were requested to refrain from 
sending flowers. 

The services were conducted by 
Clifford P. Smith, first reader of the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, and 
consisted of prayer and reading from 
“Science and Health,” the textbook of 
the Christian Science faith. There 
was no music, vocal or instrumental. 
Immediately after the services the 
body was taken to Cambridge and 
placed in the receiving tomb in 
Mount Auburn cemetery.

SIXTEEN MILES — 
IN AUICK TIME 

Barrler Files Distance at Rate 

of 87.93 Miles an Hour 


ESTABLISH S A NEW RECORD

Wins Prize of $5000 In Race With 
Moiseant, Having Advantage Over 
Latter by Holding to Course Almost 
to a Dot—Hamilton Furnishes Thrill 
to Spectators, Barely Missing Death 
In Spectacular Feat 


Memphis, Dec, 8.—Rens Barrier, 
a Frenchman, established a world’s 
record yesterday afternoon when he 
flew a distance in excess of sixteen 
miles in 10 minutes 56 1-5 seconds, at 
an average rate of 87.93 miles an 
hour, thereby winning @ prizé of $5000 
offered by the Memphis Commercial 
Appeal. 


He outwinged John Moissant, who 


blazed the way over the course, by 
nearly eight minutes. Both used Ble- 
riot monoplanes. — 

The previous record over a closed 
course was established by Leon Mo- 
rane at Rheims last Augist. In this 
flight a speed of 65 miles an hour 
was attained. 

While the cross-city flight was the 
feature it did not furnish the thrilis 
to thé afternoon program. Charles 
K, Hamilton in his heavier biplane 
migsed death by a hair's breadth in 
performing a spectacular feat of air- 
manship. In an exhibition filght.he 
had reached a height of 200 feet when 
hig motor went dead. He started to 
glide, eventually striking the earth 
with a thump, his machine a wreck, 
but his bones whole, 

The flights of Barrier and Mois- 
sant were over a triangular course by 
shortest calculations of sixteen miles. 
following the Mississippi river for 
four miles. : 

Describing uniform spirals Barrier 
rose to a height of 8500 feet, then 
darted westward. At the first turn- 
ing point he switched sharply to the 
south, following the course of the 
river to the second turn. 

lt was a remarkable flight. He held 
to the prescribed course almost to a 
dot, and in this had the advantage 
over Moissant. The latter, in hie 
turns, described wide semicircles at 
a height of 7000 feet. His time was 
18 minutes 16 2-5 seconds, part of 
which was lost in aerial gyrations for 
the benefit of uplookers who crowded 
house-tops and other points of van- 
tage. 

Weather conditions were almost 
perfect. The air was coo! but a bright 
sun was shining and there was just 
the suggestion of a breeze.

New York, Dec. 6.—Just as the un- 
dertaker put out his hands to lift the 
body of 38-year-old Lillian Viand, to 
prepare her for burial, the child sat 
bolt upright and cried: ‘Mamma!

The undertaker fell back in a chair, 
but regaining presence of mind, 
snatched up blankets, wrapped the 
child in them and rushed down stairs 
with her to the parents. A doctor 
was brought and said he believed the 
child’s life had come back. perma- 
nently. 

The Jittle girl had been ill for five 
days with convulsions. Finally she 
stiffened, her eyes glazed and none 
of the familiar tests showed any signs 
of life. The. undertaker’s assistant 
was just typing white crepe on the 
street door when the father bolted out 
for the doctor.

More officers for a “skeleton” army, 
an adequate naval program, with the 
cofisolidation of navy yards for the 
wat interest of the whole nation, dis- 
regarding mere local pride or pecuni- 
ary, interests. 

Extend the parcels post system and 
the civil service system, especially to 
the diplomatic field.

A COUNTRYMAN ABROAD 


The Essex Republican Club 


Essex County Republicanism has 
not prospered very satisfactorily dur- 
ing the past three years. The writer’s 
idea of the reason for this. failure is 
well known; the important question 
at the present time is how_to rehab- 
ilitate the party in Essex County so 
that it will hold its power and pos- 
ition as the strong dominant force 
in political matters, 

Jne of the adjuncts of the live 
political party in Massachusetts at 
the present time is the Republican 
Club, representing the active work- 
ers and efficient directors of politi- 
cal affairs. So powerful have some 
of these-clubs- become, they have for 
a long time very properly held prom- 
inent places in political campaigns, 
both in connection with nominations 
within the party, and election of can- 
didates after the nominations have 
been made, A notable example of 
this sort of vital force in_ political 
matters is the Middlesex Club, os- 
tensibly devoted to the politics of 
Middlesex County, yet gathering to 
its membership prominent Republi- 
cans from all parts of the Common- 
wealth. It is strong in its own com- 
munity, and strong in its work 
throughout the state, so strong, in 
fact, as to be able to induce some 
of the biggest men in the country to 
address its members and guests, in 
the work of promoting Republican- 
ism. 

The Essex Republican Club should 
hold just as strong a_ position as 
does the Middlesex Club. There 
was a time when it bade ‘fair to at- 
tain this high rank. It attracted to 
its membership the strong Repub- 
licans in the County. It numbered 
among its early Presidents and prom- 
inent supporters, such men as Sen- 
ator Lodge, Secretary Meyer, Judge 
Moody, and scores of others whose 
names will at once come to mind as 
representative Essex, County Repub- 
licans. The decay of Republican 
power in Essex Countv began with 
the lost prestige of the Essex. Repub- 
‘lican Club, and whether: tracable to 
that cause or not, it has been a de- 
cadence that is giving to a great 
many ‘strong Republicans in ~ the 
State a deal of concern. 

The present President of the Club 
is to retire according to newspaper 
reports at the close of this year. Let 
him retire in peace! The important 
question at the present moment is 
his successor, and according to the 
same newspaper reports, a mam has 
been selected for this position, | by 
those who have been in control: of 
the Essex County Republican Club 
for the past few years, who is cer- 
tain to add nothing to the stand- 
ing of the Club among the respect- 
able. men of Massachusetts. If the 
Republican party in Essex County 
wishes to add to the disaster that 
already has come to it on the three 
past elections by still further em- 
phasizing the disrepute of its lead- 
ers, it should elect as President of 
its prominent Republican Club, Mr. 
Lufkin, who is suggested for this 
position. , ! 

Acquiring a reputation solely be- 
cause he has been the personal pap 
distributer for Congressman Gardner, 
he has had several positions given 
to him that have already brought the 
creeps to many men who are conver- 
sant with his characteristics. To 
stamp him at the present time with 
the endorsement of the Essex Repub- 
lican Club, is to hand over that or- 
ganization as one more adjunct of 
the political coterie which has 
brought everything but honor to the 
Republican party in Essex County. 

Not a meeting that has been held 
bv the Club in the past two years 
has had in attendance more than half 
of the strong men who have been 
wont to be factors in Essex County 
Republican politics. That percent- 
age will be still further lessened if 
those who control affairs are to fol- 
low up the past few years misman- 
agement by the elevation of this man 
Lufkin as a successor to Mr. Peter- 
son of Salem. 

The county has a score of men, 
able and available for this important 
position. The writer has no particu- 
lar favorite to suggest, but certainly 
with such men as_ Ex-President 
Chapple of Salem, as Mr. Vittum of 
Beverly, as Hon. John Hays Ham- 
mond of Gloucester for consideration, 
and many others, there can be no 
possible excuse for allowing the 
fruition of such a plan as the news- 
papers suggest. 


The retirement of Mr. William 
Whitman from the position of presi- 
dent of the American Woolen Manu- 
facturers’ Association, means a se- 
vere loss to the woolen interests of 
the country. 

For many years he has been the 
dominating force in the development 
of this great business, In the face 
of the bitterest kind of abuse and mis- 
representation he has _ steadfastly 
pushed ahead for the promotion of 
American supremacy in the industrial 
world. His genius for organization, 
his rare equipment as a manufacturer, 
his remarkable industry, have all 
combined to give him the position 
that he has honoréd to such a marked 
degree. It will not be easy to fill 
the place he leaves, but it is certainly 
to be hoped that there will be no let- 
up on the part of the great business 
which he has so long led, in its fight 
for the principles of protection to 
American industry, and a continued 
growth in the American textile field. 


The emphatic protest against the 
changed rates for telephones in the 
Boston district is of interest to An- 
dover, because of what may be com- 
ing to us. The trend in service 
should not be toward restriction but 
expansion. The trend in cost should 
be toward reduction, not increase.

CONTESTED WILL GASE 


Andover People Involved in Will of 
Catherine Buckley at Probate 
Court 
Andover people are very much in- 
terested in a contested will case 
heard on Wednesday by pune Harry 
R. Dow at the Probate Court in 
Lawrence, and continued again this 
morning. The case relates to the 
estate of Miss Catherine Buckley 
whose death occurred in this town 
on July 15. Miss Buckley left prop- 
erty amounting to about four thous- 
and dollars, and by a will executed 
seven days previous to her death, 
disposed of the property as follows: 
A cottage house, valued at about 
two thousand dollars, was left to 
the use of her sister, Miss Johanna 
Buckley while she fived. At fer 
death the same was to become the 
property of Misses Mary and Kath- 
erine Hurley, cousins of the deceased. 
the money, amounting to about two 
thousand dollars was bequeathed 


to different parties, except a srhall, Sonata, D major 


amount necessary to pay tor the care 
of her burial lot at St. Augustine’s 
Cemetery, her regular funeral ex- 
penses, and three hundred dollars 
to be used for Saint Augustine’s 
Church, 

Through her counsel, Joseph L. 
Burns, Miss Johanna Buckley seeks 
to break the will on the ground that 
the testator was not of sound mind 
at the time this will was drawn up, 
and that she had been brought un- 
der undue influence. The will is 
represented by Sullivan Brothers. 

At the hearing held before Judge 
Dow, Dr. John A. Leitch testified 
that he had been, the-attending phy- 
sician during the last illness of the 
deceased. He said that he had at- 
tended her from July 7 until the day 
of her death, July 15; that Miss Buck- 
ley appeared to be a woman of. in- 
telligence; that she was in her right 
mind until July 12 which was the 
first day he had noticed any signs of 
dullness or stupidity. He said that 
he had never noticed at any time 
during her illness any signs of deaf- 
ness of anything that would indicate 
that she was anything but in her nor- 
mal condition. He said that from his 
previous acquaintance with her, hav- 
ing attended her at other times, he 
considered’ her. to be a woman of 
good sense and positive character- 
istics. ; 

Attorney George W. Foster testi- 
fied that he went to the parochial 
residence in Andover and drew up a 
will in accordance with terms of a 
paper given to him by Father Rior- 
dan, he supplying the legal phrase- 
ology. They then went to the home 
of Miss Buckley where the will was 
read. to her by Father Riordan, and 
on being asked if it was,@s she de- 
sired, she replied in the affirmative. 
Mr. Foster stated that he then dis- 
cussed with Miss Buckley several 
other matters, and in closing, he him- 
self asked her if the will was as she 
desired. She replied “That is all 
right. That is just as I want it. 
The will was then signed. :

Augustine’s church testified corrob- 


orating the statements’ of Mr. Fontan, 
and stated further that the origina 
draft of the will was in accordance 
with Miss Buckley’s suggestions 
made to him. ; ; 

Other witnesses were Miss Annie 
Donovan, who witnessed the will, 
and Mrs. Leslie, a nurse, both of 
whom testified that they considered 
Miss Buckley to be in perfectly nor- 
mal condition, and that she was a 
woman who appeared to know just 
what she eaanee. Mrs. Leslie stated 
that she advised Miss Buckley to 
make her will the day before it was 
made. é 

Upon, the resumption of the case 
this morning, Miss Mary Hurley, 
and a Mrs, Walter Reardon of Law- 
rence testified for the will, but no 
important evidence was given by any 
of them affecting the case as it was 
presented on ednesday.

Mrs. A. Roberts were 
called by Attorney Burns. Mrs.

History of Red Cross Seals 


Red Cross Christmas Seals date 
back in their origin to’ “charity 


stamps,” first used for the soldiers’ 
relief funds in Boston in 1862, during 
the Civil War. After the war, this 
method of raising money was dis- 
continued in this country, although 
it found vogue in Portugal, Switzer- 
land, Australia, France, Spain, Den- 
mark, Norway, Russia, Sweden and 
other European countries, There are 
now. several hundred different types 
of charity stamps used in all parts of 
thé-world, 

Stamps or seals were first used to 
get money for the anti-tuberculosis 
crusade in Norway and Sweden in 
1904. After being used in these coun- 
tries for three years, as a direct re- 
sult of the interest of Jacob Riis in 
this movement, the Delaware Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association, headed by 
Miss Emily P. Bissell, and the Red 
Cross Society of Delaware combined 
in issuing a Tuberculosis Stamp. So 
successful was this campaign that 
nearly $3,000 was realized, and the 
next year, in 1908, the American Red 
Cross was induced to issue a National 
Red Cross Tuberculosis Stamp. 
From this sale, $135,000 was realized, 
that amount’ being almost doubled 
in 1909. This year, for the first time, 
the sale is organized on a compre- 
hensive basis, taking in all parts of 
the United States. A million for tu- 
berculosis work is confidently ex- 
pected.

Sixty years ago I got first prize 
for reading. Reading aloud is now 
almost a lost art; there are few good 
readers today. The late Sir Henry 
Irving when he read the Lord’s 
Prayer brought tears to the eyes of 
his audience. There is more dif- 
ficulty in understanding what you 
read than in being able to pronounce 
the words, 

Reading intelligently and between 
the lines is necessary, especially if it 
is about tariff. As old Polonius said 
about Hamlet when he was feigning 
madness, “Still harping on my 
daughter,” so my friend Str. Rhodes 


will be saying, “There he goes on 
the tariff again.” The tariff being 
the topic in the 


r : aiiag largely 

minds of millions for some time past, 
I was forced by the current to swim, 
and am. today glad I am. alive; 
stand-patters were drowned. The 
story of a deacon of a church in 
Boston who visited Europe, comes 
into my mind, in which the absurdity 
of a man harping on what interests 
him, regardless .of how others feel, 
is shown, At the usual mid-week 
meeting for three weeks running this 
deacon spoke of Europe, until the 
people of the congregation who led 
the meeting were tired of the Eu- 
ropean orator. The leader of the 
meeting asked him to offer prayer, 
thinking by that means to get clear 
of Europe. The deacon, who often 
led in prayer, said in his first sen- 
tence, “Oh, Lord, when I was in 
Europe——” So that deacon and 
Ian McDougall are types of men who 
will not be confined to what other 
people want said. They just speak 
as the spirit moves them. 


I have no. axe to grind in speaking 
of the American tariff as I have done. 
As I stated, I am a free lance and 
not tied to any party. I am tod 

rather pleased than otherwise wit 
what I said before the elections. I 
do not pretend to have all the sense 
neither do I pretend to be a prophet, 
yet what I said has come to pass. 
When the r4th district got mad and 
put in Mr, Foss for Congress, I said 
that it was not a proof that the dis- 
trict had turned Democrat, but was 
only showing its detestation of being 
led by a rotten rope. I also ven- 
tured to say that the Democratic 
party in this state, while being laugh- 
ed at and jeered at as being. sheep 
without a shepherd floundering in 
this mire, might land on a “Fossil.” 
I had also the audacity to say that 
I thought the Republican party was 
going into the battle under false 
colors, and were likely to lose, but 
that with a true Republican flag they 
were likely to win. I have advocated 
a tariff commission; I have Mr. Taft 
and Mr. Roosevelt with me in this, 
I am charged with having a dislike 
for the American tariff and with giv- 
ine a wrong meaning to what Mtr, 
Rhodes said. As to the first charge, 
I beg to say that I have no dislike 
for the American tariff; I have never 
said that I liked or disliked it. I 
simply tried to state facts, when I 
said and again repeat the statement 
that a fifteen dollar suit of clothes 
costs just ten dollars in Europe, I 
am not saying anything against the 
tariff, I am simply stating a fact. The 
question is whether the American 
buyer has the fifteen dollars, or the 
Kuropean buyer the ten’ dollars. It 


may be that the American buyer can 
afford the higher price. But the 
simple fact that the suit of clothes 
costs fifteen and ten dollars respect- 
ively has been ignored or denied by 
the blue-blood Republican party, 
and Insurgents and Democrats have 
won this election. This is my point 
of view; I may be wrong. 

When our friend Mr. Burns was 
tackled by Mr. Rhodes I said that I 
did not endorse all that Mr. Burns 
said, but that I went further than 
Joseph and insisted that the farm 
tools made in this country were sold 
cheaper to our cousins in Ireland and 
Scotland than to farmers here. 

If. I have been mistaken’ in mis- 
quoting the sense of Mr. Rhodes’ lec- 
turé to Joseph I am sorry, as Mr. 
Rhodes is a gentleman and the presi- 
dent of the American Woolen Co, 
said I was a gentleman, and I said 
he was ditto. “So are they all most 
honorable men.” a 

Majorities have often been wrong. 
Today the whole civilized world is 
ruled by majorities, and we must 
just take the verdict of the electors. 
The people around the Arco build- 
ing in Andover may not have all the 
wisdom of the world. 

Mr. Rhodes says what I think is 
true when he says that taking off 
tariff does not always reduce the 
price. I go farther and say that put- 
ting on a higher tariff does not in- 
crease the price always. It depends 
on the kind of merchandise. Take 
two articles—wheat, flax. There is 
a duty of 25 cents a bushel on wheat; 
take off this duty and wheat will not 


be one cent per bushel cheaper; put] - 


on a duty of 50 cents per bushel and 
wheat will not be one cent dearer. 
There is a duty of one cent per 
pound on flax fibre; take off this. duty 
and you land your flax here cheaper 
—just $22.40 per ton; put on two 
cents per pound and you. increase 
the price just $44.80 per ton. 

I leave my friends from the old 
country to settle with Mr. Rhodes. 
If they are displeased with the Ald- 
rich tariff they have lots of company, 
if that is any consolation. The re- 
cent election shows that the people 
living in the country are not serfs 
and will not go to be hanged just to 
please the “laird.” 

It is evident that this country has 
prospered. But it may be necessary 
to revise the tariff from time to 
time. 

To (I hope) conclude this tariff 
talk, I wish to mention the following 
items about our tariffs. A girl, a 
tactory worker in town, went to Scot- 
iand to spend a month with friends, 
Being a great hand at knitting. stock- 
ings, she found, or thought she 
found the Scotch worsted better and 
cheaper than what she got here. On 
her return to America she brought 
a parcel of worsted yard, with $1.32 
cents of duty. The amount she paid 
in Scotland was five shillings—$1.25; 
$1.25 for the yarn and $1.32 tariff. 

The way the politicians have talked 
lately, saying that the -tariff had 
nothing“to do with ‘prices;"and then 
saying with tears and sighs, “Oh, 
don’t alter the tariff, it will alter the 
price of everything and derange busi- 
ness,” is, to say the least, pitiable. 

I have nothing to do with what 
Champ Clark or any other “chump” 
says or does about the tariff. I have 
said my say, and beg pardon if your 
readers have been bored with what 
I have said.

‘64.2 Miles an Hour to Philadelphia 


Coincident with the opening of the 
new Pennsylvania station next Sun- 
day morning, with resultant shorten- 
ings of the time of travel to the heart 
of New York, the running time of all 
through trains on the rival Jersey 
Central Railroad will be cut to one 
hour and fifty minutes between New 
York and Philadelphia in both direc- 
tions. The significance of this an- 
nouncement when it was made by 
‘the Jersey Central officials on Wed- 
nesday was not fully appreciated by 
the public, but it heralds the begin- 
ning of faster running of trains in a 
continuous day service than has yet 
been seen in America, or probably in 
the world. The schedule time of the 
trains will be cut an even ten min- 
utes, : 

After this. week they will make 
the run of 90 miles even, betweén 
Philadelphia and Jersey City, in 96 
minutes flat, or at a speed of 56 1-4 
miles an hour for the entire distance. 
Operating officials of the Jersey Cen- 
tral explained yesterday that in fact 
the actual running time’ would be 12 
minutes less than this, that allowance 
being made for stops. and slow- 
down, the latter notably over. the 
Newark Bay draw bridge, which all 
engineers are forbidden to cross in 
less than four minutes, This brings 
the average speed to 64.285 miles an 
hour, 

On the best running stretches, such 
as from Trenton Junction inward 
and from-Bound Brook to Elizabeth, 
the. trains will attain a speed of some- 
thing less than 4o seconds to the mile. 
This record exceeds by a small mar- 
gin anything done regularly on the 
two lines from Philadelphia to At- 
lantic City, which are generally rec- 
ognized by railroad men as the fastest 
railroad divisions in America, if not 
in. the world. The Jersey Central 
officials say that no other railroad 
anywhere can boast anything to 
equal this. 

The Jersey Central and the Read- 
ing jointly were the pioneers in two- 
hour trains between Philadelphia and 
New York, and with the constant bet- 
terment of the service under Vice- 
President William G. Besler, the 
present General Manager, the idea of 
still further reducing the time has 
been steadily pone, Some of the 
Jersey Central engineers have long 
been confident that they could easily 
make the run of ninety miles in an 
even ninety minutes on regular sched- 
ule. In fact it was demonstrated sev- 
eral times by experiments over se- 
lected sections of track in varying 
conditions of load and weather that 
the run could be made. 

One very fast train called the 
“Mermaid,” the name being selected 


by school children along the road in 
competition for a $25 prize, was in- 
stalled in the summer of 1909. This 
was a light train with a high wheel 
locomotive. It ran from Scranton 
down the Lehigh and Wyoming val- 
leys to the North Jersey coast re- 
sorts without touching New York at 
all, It ran on alternate days up and 
down, and was continued last sum- 
mer as a daily. It often scored 37 
seconds to the mile and never met 
with the slightest mishap. 

The announcement of’the new fast 
service follows closely upon the steal- 
ing of the Jersey Central’s thunder, 
“Every hour and on the hour,” by 
the Pennsylvania for its Pennsylva- 
nia—New York trains from the new 
station. The Jersey Central now adds 
to its announcement of lightning 
service the words “no tunnels.” 

The. fastest regular train in these 
parts hitherto has been the Pennsyl- 
vania eight-hour special to Chicago, 
which is making the run of eighty- 
four miles from Jersey City to North 
Philadelphia in 83 minutes. It is not 
the policy. of either railroad, how- 
ever, to brag about speed records. 
They see business reasons for not 
doing so, among them that they do 
not wish rivals to know just what 
they can do, but trainmen tell regu- 
lar travelers of one train special on 
the Pennsylvania which a few years 
ago carried certain high officials 
from Broad Street to terse City, 
platform to platform, in 71 minutes; 
also of a special on the Jersey Cen- 
tral which about the same _ time ran 


three miles east from the snuff mills |, 


at Bound Brook in precisely 90 sec- 
onds, the time being taken by three 
stop watches on the locomotive. 

Railroad racing as a sport is not 
encouraged by the companies, but 
on the Atlantic City Division, where 
the tracks run parallel for long dis- 
tances through open country, ead. 
ing and Pennsylvania trains often 
side by side, and when they separate, 
the Pennsylvania train, railroaders 
notice, is often a little behind—New 
York Times, Nov. 25, 1910.
